In several occasions we had the honour to address to 
Your Excellency’s Govt. our requests concerning the hundred of 
thousands Russian Moslen Refugees in Europe, where we asked, in 
the name of Humanity, not to deliver them to Moscow, enemy of 
our countries, enemy of our Religion and enemy of our National 
Culture. 


In spite of our numberless attempts to save them from 
Moscovite claws, we could not find to-day in occupied Zones in 
Rurope more than 7 - 8 thousand Refugees of whom about more than 
2 thousand are camping in the United States’ Zone in Mittenwald 
Area and the others in British and French 40nes, not including in 
this total number those who, afraid of being handed over to the 
Russians, live in disguise, According to reliable sources U.N.R.R.A. 
has ceased to help then, leaving our Refugees helpless and those 
who are in American Zone are now obliged to earn their daily life 
in a country which is entirely strange to them. 


Our National Committee draws the attention of the 
British Govt. on the fate of these unfortunates who are extraor- 
dinarily tired deffendinz their legal, National Cause to the last. 


Human Rights, human consciences dic&te us to help these 
unfortunates amongst whom SO many famous, useful elements for 
Democratic Causes, 


We kindly ask Your Excellency to inform your Govt. from 
which we beg kindly to daign to keep the unity of our refugees in 
their respective Zones until siich a day when in the near future 
Turkey or the Arab League will lead then into one of the Moslem 


Countries, 
We beg to remain, 
Your..

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Moslem Displaced Persons in Europe 


The Nabil Omar Ibrahim called today to tell me 
of difficulties jw which he and his Committee for rescuing 
from Europe these people and disposing of them in the 
Arab world, had run into. In Egypt the problem had not 
been well thought out and as usual, while it had been 
attacked with a certain initial enthusiasm, there had been 
lack of energy when it came to tackling the practical 
arrangements. In other Arab countries, though promises 
to receive such people had been made, there: had been 
diffidence in doing so when it came to the point, perhaps 
for fear of annoying the Russians; many of these people 
were on the lists of persons wanted by Russia and other 
Slav nations as so-called war criminals, but really. as 
enemies of the present regimes. 


There were only a hundred or two Moslem displaced 
persons in Egypt. 90 were adults - the rest women, 
children and babies in arms. Another thousand were 
expected, and the problem was to get even a few of the 90 
adults settled somewhere and somehow before the new 
contingent arrived. There had been a suggestion to put 
these people to work on the land in Egypt. This was not 
possible for whereas the fellah could live on the four or 
five piastres which he earned, these people had been 
accustomed to better pay and conditions. Many of them had 
been brought up under Communist regimes, they had left 
because they did not like them, and it would probably 
make them turn Bolshevik “which would be very dangerous". 


A good proportion of the 90 in question were teachers, 


mechanics or had been lorry drivers and he wondered whether 
we could not help in finding them positions of this sort 

in Cyrenaica and the Sudan. They only spoke Turkish and 
their own Slav language. There were no doubt bad and 

good men amongst them. (They apparently figured on what 
the officials of the I.R.O, call a grey 1lid+),-»ut the 
T.R.O. officials would be able to screen them for the 
authorities of Cyrenaica and the Sudan. « In this 

connexion he mentioned a Colonel Findlay or Findler (he 

was not certain _of the name) who was functioning in

I agreed to put his enquiry to the Cyrenaican 
Civil Affairs people, though I said that I could not 
encourage him to hope that anything could be donee 


As for the Sudan, I said that I thought that 
any request to the Sudan should be made by both co-domini. 
He thought this unnecessary as the matter would merely be 
what he called a commercial affair. Moreover, when he 
put the matter to the Egyptian authorities, they had 
answered him as regards Cyrenaica, but ignored his 
Suggestion as regards the Sudan. l explained the 
provision of Article ll of tne 1936 Treaty in respect of 
enployment of Sudanese in the Sudan and that if, supposing 
there were no Sudanese qualified for given posts, we and 
the Egyptians were to waive our rights to the appointment 
of Egyptians or British, there would have to be a waiver 
by each co-domini&§. He saw this, but I said I would make 
enquiries of the Sudanese on a personal basis for his 
personal information and he could then decide on the next 
step in the light of the Treaty obligations. I said
